A team from the National League for 
Nursing Accrediting Commission (NLNAC) 
visited MCC this week to observe and eval- 
uate MCC’s nursing program and to take 
input from the public. The team visited 
MCC’s nursing education facilities and met 
with students and faculty. The team also 
held a public meeting at the Lake Havasu 
Campus. 

One statistic that very likely caught the 
team’s eye is 100% — the passing rate of 
MCC’s 2004 nursing class on its licensure 
exams. That ranks the college’s 2004 gradu- 
ates first among the 1,389 similar nursing 
programs nationwide. 

MCC’s nursing program produced its 
first graduates in 1972, when 13 licensed 
practical nurses (LPNs) received their cer- 
tificates. In 1981, the program expanded to 
offer a two-year associate degree in nursing, 
the graduates of which are registered nurses 
(RNs.) The 2004 class included 72 RNs and 
36 LPNs. A total of 765 RNs and 681 LPNs 
have graduated from the MCC program over 
32 years. In some cases, the totals are

Two 
key standards involve the integrity of the 
program — is MCC doing what it says it is 
doing and internal evaluation of both the 
program and student outcomes. 
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What is Stress?

Stress is a complex, dynamic process of 
interaction between a person and his or her 
life. It is the way we react physically, men- 
tally, and emotionally to the various condi- 
tions, changes, and demands of life. 

Stress can be acute (immediate), which 
can be a one-time incident that usually 
comes and goes quickly. Its effect on us can 
last from minutes or hours to days or weeks. 
Examples of acute stress include narrowly 
avoiding and automobile crash or a violent 
incident with someone. Chronic (long-term) 
stress can be caused by a continuing string 
of stressful incidences or an ongoing situa- 
tion. Examples of chronic stress include a 
difficult job environment, caring for some- 
one with a chronic disease, or a state of lone- 
liness. 

We experience stress in levels. Low 
levels may not be noticeable; slightly higher 
levels can be positive and challenge us to act 
in creative and resourceful ways; and high 
levels can be harmful, worsening chronic 
diseases such as coronary artery disease. 
These changing levels occur regularly as we 
pass through life cycle transitions like grad- 
uating from high school and college, getting 
or changing a job, or getting married. 

People react differently to stress. How 
you react depends on your strategies for cop- 
ing with stress, your previous experience 
with stress, your genetic makeup, and your 
level of social support and how you view 
your social support. The greatest factor, 
however, is how you perceive stress and 
control its outcome. What is stressful to 
one person may not affect another. 

Stress affects you both in acute and 
chronic forms. In acute stress, the body 
responds to a perceived threat. Your body 
releases chemicals that increase your heart 
rate and breathing and provide a burst of 
energy. This is known as the stress 
response or the fight-or-flight response. In

Self-directed fitness 
gives you: Flexibility as to the time and 
place and the ability to try different types of 
exercises.

Boating Tips 


The temperatures are soaring, 
the days are longer, and the cool blue 
water of the Colorado River is a 
refreshing escape from the heat. 
Recreational watercraft are launching 
with visitors and residents aboard to 
enjoy “fun in the sun.” Inside the City of 
Bullhead City limits the Colorado River will 
soon be congested with an amazing number 
of these “fun seekers.” The Bullhead City 
Police Department will have law enforce- 
ment boats & personal watercraft on the 
River in an attempt to provide a safe and 
enjoyable time for all. But, we can't do it 
alone! 

Here are just a few basic navigational 
rules and laws you should know: 

“Booze and Boats Don’t Mix!” It is 
against the law to operate a boat or personal 
watercraft under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs. Law Enforcement in the tri-state area 
will once again conduct O.U.I. (Operating 
Under the Influence) check points, as well 
as diligently be on the lookout for the 
impaired operator. 

Know the "rules of the road.” 1. 
Vessels that move slower than your craft, 
including non-powered boats, have the right 
of way. 2. When meeting head on with 
another vessel neither boat has the right 
away. Both should steer to their right. 3. 
When one vessel must cross the path of 
another, the boat on the right has the right of 
way. The other boat should steer clear. 4. 
When passing another craft the boat that's 
being passed, or "overtaken,” has the right 
of way. You may pass on either side, but 
must stay well clear of the other boat. 

Flotation Devices are mandatory - All 
watercraft must be equipped with at least 
one personal flotation device for each per- 
son aboard. When operating a personal 
watercraft you must be sure that all persons 
aboard are wearing a personal flotation 
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device. 

Operation Age -Except in case of 
emergency, no person under the age 
of twelve years may operate a water- 
craft propelled by a motor greater 
than eight horsepower, unless 
accompanied by at least one person who is 
eighteen years of age or older. NOTE: Jet 
powered ‘personal watercraft' are over the 
eight horsepower limit. 

Personal Watercraft (PWC)-When 
operating a personal watercraft you must not 
act in a reckless or negligent manner endan- 
gering the life or property of another person. 
In Arizona, committing two or more of the 
following acts simultaneously is considered 
reckless operation: 

1. Operating a PWC within 60 feet of anoth- 
er watercraft above wakeless speed. 2. 
Operating a PWC within the vicinity of a 
motorboat in a manner that obstructs the vis- 
ibility of either operator. 3. Heading into 
the wake of a motorboat that is within 60 
feet and causing one-half or more of the 
length of the PWC to leave the water. 4. 
Within 60 feet of another watercraft, maneu- 
vering quiekly, turning sharply or swerving, 
unless the Maneuver is necessary to avoid a 
collision. 

Common Courtesy is a must! 

Never spray people on the shore or on 
other watercraft * Be patient at boat launch 
ramp facilities * Be considerate of others on 
the water and shore * Obey all buoys * Be 
a defensive operator * Never drink and oper- 
ate a watercraft.

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This Month’s Featured Sight 


Topock, Arizona 


Beyond Golden Shores about five 
miles, is the end of Arizona’s ribbon of the 
Mother Road, at Topock. 
Though the town still 
appears on maps, there real- 
ly isn’t a town anymore. 
Today, you’ ll find the arched 
bridge across the Colorado 
that supports a pipeline and f 
the I-40 Bridge that you'll © 
cross to get to California. But, of a town, 
there is nothing. 

However, in 1883, there was a settle- 
ment born along the river when the wooden 
railroad bridge was built. Just a few years 
later, in 1890, the wood railroad bridge was 
replaced by the Red Rock Bridge, at a cost 
of almost a half million dollars — big bucks 
in those days. At this time, road travelers 
crossed the river on the Needles Ferry. 
However, in 1914, when a flood took the 
ferry out of commission, planks were put on 
the Red Rock Bridge, where automobiles 
and wagons crossed between trains. A cou- 
ple of years later the Trails Arch Bridge was 
completed in February, 1916, to accommo- 
date road travelers. A substantial improve- 
ment over sharing a bridge with a train, the 
arch bridge could only accommodate one 
way traffic of trucks and_ busses. 
Furthermore, the bridge had a weight limita- 
tion of 11 tons which created a problem 
when truck traffic increased during World 
War II. 

Soon, engineers began to look for a 


new way for Route 66 travelers to cross the 
Colorado River. When the Santa Fe 
Railroad opened a new 
bridge for their trains in 
1945, the rails were 
removed from the old Red 
™ Rock Bridge, reinforce- 
ments were made, and the 
bridge opened for automo- 
bile traffic in 1947. In 
1966, when I-40 barreled through, replacing 
the Mother Road, a new four lane steel gird- 
er bridge was built and the old Red Rock 
Bridge abandoned. After 22 years of sitting 
rusting in the sun, the Red Rock Bridge was 
finally dismantled. 

And what of the Trails Arch Bridge that 
was abandoned in 1947?. It’s still there, its 
gleaming white girders now supporting gas 
and utility lines across the river. 

What a wondrous ride across the beau- 
tiful state of Arizona! Now, fill up your 
water bottle as you head on to California 
across the long and dusty Mojave Desert. 


Topock Marsh 


The 4,000-acre Topock Marsh was cre- 
ated from a historical river meander in 1966 
when the South Dike outlet structure was 
constructed. Presently, the marsh represents 
over 40% of the remaining backwaters of 
the Colorado River. The marsh serves as a 
critical resting place for migratory water- 
fowl and a home to resident songbirds, 
water birds, and other wildlife.

America, and how lit- 
ter was every individ- 
ual's responsibility. Keep America 
Beautiful's landmark public service ad, 
which featured the now-famous face and 
tear of the actor Iron Eyes Cody, first aired 
on Earth Day 1971. It was titled “People 
Start Pollution, People Can Stop It,” and it 
went on to become one of the most success- 
ful and memorable campaigns in advertising 
history. This public service ad—which 
became widely known as the “Crying 
Indian”—and the several versions that fol- 
lowed are credited with helping to fuel the 
fledgling environmental movement in this 
country. 

Keep America Beautiful's newest PSA, 
titled “Back By Popular Neglect,” first aired 
on April 21, Earth Day 1998. It recalls the 
famous face and tear of Iron Eyes Cody, and 
delivers a strong message about litter pre- 
vention and individual responsibility.

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For years the American 
Dream of success has 
included earning a college 
degree, owning your own 
home, having a rewarding 
career and driving a shiny new automobile. 

The reality today is that some of the 
most rewarding careers do not require an 
advanced college degree. In fact, that type of 
education might cause the applicant to be 
judged as overqualified or unqualified. 

A recent story in USA Today quoted 
Tom Applegate, executive dean of Austin 
Community College in Texas, stating that, 
“Our fastest-growing group of students by 
percentage is those with master’s degrees.” 

Applegate was referring to those who 
spent six years or more to earn a master’s 
degree and are going back to a community 
college to complete certificates in career and 
technical areas that will provide a high 
income in a high-demand occupation. 

In the USA Today article, writer Ben 
Brown said, “The trouble is, if you try to 
bring vocational education into a (career) 
discussion, the first thing that enters many 
folks’ minds are the guys in last-period shop 
class ... Fonzie in Happy Days.” 

The difference today is that the person 
once referred to as a “grease monkey” is 
now a highly trained automotive technician, 
earning close to a six-figure income. 
Construction trades and health technology 
professionals are earning more than many 
people with a master’s in business adminis- 
tration. 

This doesn’t mean that a higher educa- 
tion, and college courses are no longer nec- 
essary. But those courses are more likely to 
be found in what was once called vocation- 
al/technical training and what is now known 
as career and technical education. 

According to Brown, the US Bureau of

Labor Statistics’ figures show that six of the 
top 10 occupations judged as “fastest-grow- 
ing,” don’t require a bachelor’s degree. 
Brown also noted that high-tech service 
occupations are not in danger of being 
downsized or outsourced to foreign coun- 
tries. 

The American Dream and how to 
achieve it may need a slight overhaul. Most 
Americans do not have and do not need a 
college degree, but all of them need postsec- 
ondary education. That education can come 
from a community college or a technical 
school. Or advanced education may come 
from a professional certification program or 
on-the-job, corporate training. 

If parents, and educators want to help 
create a workforce of citizens who are doing 
what they love, in a secure field, and making 
a comfortable living, they need to start 
thinking outside of the ivy-covered universi- 
ty walls. 

Indeed, community colleges and high 
schools are encouraged to build “bridge” 
programs that help ensure students find their 
way to rewarding careers. MCC is working 
with all Mohave County high schools to 
deliver such programs. 

There will always be individuals whose 
career choices lead them to a university 
degree and there will be people who pursue 
higher education for the joy of learning. 
These folks, according to the U.S. Census 
Bureau represent only 25 percent of adults 
in America over the age of 25. It’s important 
that we not neglect the educational needs of 
the other 75 percent - the majority.

“By supporting the 
public awareness efforts on the national 
level and within local jurisdictions, OVC 
hopes that every individual will know where 
to turn, or will know where to lead a loved 
one in the event that they are impacted by 
crime or violence. We hope that this fund- 
ing will help all victims of crime find heal- 
ing and justice.”

nearest the auto dealer, palm trees, and big 
“Bullhead Airport” sign. 

Once on Laughlin View Drive, go 
through the next 4-way intersection and on 
to Aston Dr. (You went too far if you made 
it to the normal airline terminal.) Turn left 
(south) on Aston, go past the construction of 
the new airline terminal (on your right side), 
past the two trailers (on your right side), 
through what looks like an open, drive- 
through gate, and then round the corner to 
the right. 

After making this turn, look for the 
brown, unmarked trailer on your left side. 
This is the “new temporary” FBO. You can 
park in the dirt lot to the left of this trailer 
(you'll notice the dirt ramp built up over the 
curb). It’s easy after the first trip in. Keep 
in mind these are the temporary quarters 
until the terminal is finished.
